Brennan voted in 
to head CIA, despite 
effort to block him 

Washington 

Republicans split bitterly Thursday 
over a GOP senator’s old-school fili- 
buster of President Barack Obama’s 
CIA nominee John Brennan amid 
claims that the administration 
could use drones to target Ameri- 
cans suspected of terrorism. 

Just hours after Sen. Rand Paul 
ended his nearly 13-hour talkathon, 
two senior Republicans on the 
Armed Services Committee dis- 
missed Paul’s claims as unfounded. 

Both Sens. John McCain of Ari- 
zona and Lindsey Graham of South 
Carolina also challenged members 
of their own party. 

“To my Republican colleagues, I 
don’t remember any of you coming 
down here suggesting that Presi- 
dent Bush was going to kill any- 
body with a drone,” Graham said 
in remarks on the Senate floor. 

McCain scoffed at Paul’s con- 
tention that the U.S. would have 
targeted actress Jane Fonda dur- 


ing her trip to Hanoi during the 
Vietnam War. 

The Senate confirmed Bren- 
nan to be CIA director Thursday 
after the Obama administration 
bowed to demands from Repub- 
licans blocking the nomination 
and stated explicitly there are lim- 


its on the president’s power to use 
drones against U.S. terror suspects 
on American soil. 

Just hours after Paul held the 
floor, Attorney General Eric Holder 
sent a one-paragraph letter to Paul, 
who had commanded the floor for 
nearly 13 hours on Wednesday and 


into Thursday. 

“It has come to my attention 
that you have now asked an addi- 
tional question: ‘Does the president 
have the authority to use a weap- 
onized drone to kill an American 
not engaged in combat on Ameri- 
can soil?”’ Holder wrote Paul “The 
answer to that question is no.” 

That cleared the way. 

“We worked very hard on a 
constitutional question to get an 
answer from the president,” Paul 
said after voting against Brennan. 
“It may have been a little hard- 
er than we wish it had been, but 
in the end I think it was a good 
healthy debate for the country 
to finally get an answer.” donna

Bin Laden Kin Captured 


Backstory 

Sulaiman Abu Ghaith became an international name in late 2001 when he 
appeared on pan-Arab satellite television urging Muslims everywhere to fight 
the United States and warning of more attacks similar to those of Sept. 11. In 
one video, he was sitting with bin Laden in front of a rock face in Afghanistan. A 
teacher and mosque preacher in Kuwait, he was stripped of his Kuwaiti citizen- 
ship after 9/11. He is identified as a major al-Qaeda core official by the New Ameri- 
ca Foundation think tank in Washington. King said Abu Ghaith was involved in the 
planning in the 9/11 attacks against the World Trade Center and Pentagon, (ap) 


Officials: Terrorist’s 
son-in-law to face 
9/11-related charges 

Washington 

Osama bin Laden’s spokesman and 
son-in-law was charged Thursday 
with conspiring to kill Americans 
in his role as the terror network’s 
top propagandist who lauded the 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001 — and 
warned there would be more. 

Sulaiman Abu Ghaith is expect- 
ed to be in U.S. federal court in New 
York on Friday in an initial hearing 
to face the terror charges, according 
to a law enforcement official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Rep. Peter King, the former 
chairman of the House Home- 
land Security Committee, credit- 
ed the CIA and FBI with catching 
the al-Qaeda propagandist in Jor- 
dan last week. 


A Jordanian security official 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity confirmed that Abu Ghaith was 
handed over last week to U.S. law 
enforcement officials under both 
nations’ extradition treaty. 

“Definitely, one by one, we are 
getting the top echelons of al- Qae- 
da,” said King, R-N.Y. “I give the 
[Obama] administration credit for 
this: It’s steady and it’s unrelenting 
and it’s very successful.” 

Tom Lynch, a research fellow 
at the National Defense Universi- 


ty in Washington, described Abu 
Ghaith as one of a small handful 
of senior al-Qaeda leaders “capa- 
ble of getting the old band back 
together and postured for a round 
of real serious international terror. 

“His capture and extradition 
not only allows the U.S. to hold — 
and perhaps try — a reputed al- 
Qaeda core survivor, further tar- 
nishing the AQ core brand, but it 
also points to the dangers for those 
few remaining al-Qaeda core ref- 
ugees,” Lynch said, lara jakes (ap)

The panel also debated bills ban- 
ning assault weapons and high- 
capacity magazines, requiring 
background checks for nearly all 
gun purchases and providing more 
money for schools to buy video cam- 
eras and other safety equipment. 

All four measures were expect- 
ed to pass the committee. But their

Warning comes after 
new U.N. sanctions 
in wake of nuke test 

United Nations 

The U.N. Security Council voted 
unanimously Thursday for tough 
new sanctions to punish North 
Korea for its latest nuclear test, and 
a furious Pyongyang threatened 
a nuclear strike against the U.S. 

The sanctions drafted by North 
Korea’s closest ally, China, and the 
U.S. send a powerful message that 
the international community con- 
demns Pyongyang’s ballistic mis- 
sile and nuclear tests and violations 
of Security Council resolutions. 

North Korea’s nuclear test in 


February was the first since the 
country’s young new leader, Kim 
Jong Un, took charge. The North’s 
threats sharpened Thursday with 
the first reference to a preemptive 


nuclear attack. 

Immediately before the vote, a 
spokesman for Pyongyang’s For- 
eign Ministry said the North will 
exercise its right for “a preemptive 


nuclear attack.” 

In Pyongyang, army Gen. Kang 
Pyo Yong told a crowd of tens of 
thousands that North Korea is 
ready to fire long-range nuclear- 
armed missiles at Washington, 
which “will be engulfed in a sea 
of fire.” 

The White House responded 
by saying the U.S. is fully capable 
of defending itself against a North 
Korea ballistic missile attack. 

Though North Korea boasts 
of nuclear bombs and preemptive 
strikes, it is not thought to have 
mastered the ability to produce a 
warhead to put on a missile capable 
of reaching the U.S. It is believed to 
have enough nuclear fuel, however, 
for several crude nuclear devices.

Tensions Rise 
As Presidential 
Vote Narrows 


Nairobi, Kenya 

Kenya’s presidential race tight- 
ened late Thursday as new results 
pushed the leading candidate below 
the crucial 50 percent mark needed 
to win outright. A final result was 
expected Friday, but the close race 
and a troubled tally are sparking 
fears of the kind of violence that 
followed its 2007 national election. 

Tensions rose as the political 
coalition led by Prime Minister 
Raila Odinga, running in second, 
alleged that some results have been 
doctored and called for a stop to a 
count that it said “lacked integrity.” 

Deputy Prime Minister Uhuru 
Kenyatta had a small lead over 
Odinga as of Thursday. A candi- 
date must secure 50 percent of the 
vote to prevent a runoff, (ap)

The 
28-year-old’s creation not only 
finds nearby stops and predicts 
real-time bus arrivals, it also 
displays route maps. That’s made 
it easier for the Adams Morgan 
resident to figure out which bus 
he should be boarding when he’s 
headed somewhere other than 
work. “Even if nobody else had 
downloaded it, it’d be useful for 
me,” Rosenbaum says. Since it 
launched last month, it’s already 
been updated to add favorite stops. 
On Rosenbaum’s wish list: an 
Android version and the addition 
of Circulator bus info. 


Finally used to the new Rush+ 
Metro map? Good, because it’s 
time to update the design again 
— to prepare for the Silver Line. 
WMATA is asking riders to weigh 
in on the list of potential chang- 
es, which include using thinner 
lines, at Wmata.mindmixer.com.

This car-sharing 
service changed how 
people drive around 
town. Now, it’s changing how 
people hail taxis. The app, which 
has joined forces with MyTaxi, now 
maps the locations of cabs as well 
as its cars. 

The functionality isn’t quite as 
good as going through the MyTaxi 
app directly — you can reserve a 
lift, but you can’t pay through your 
phone. (There’s another new reason 
to look at MyTaxi: Last week, the 
company expanded service to 
Arlington.)

With SplitMyTaxi, you fill in where 
and when you want to be picked up 
and where you’re going, and the app 
suggests matches to contact. The 
booking and paying are up to you 
to figure out (although that may 
become part of the app soon). One 
big catch is you have to have an .edu 
email address to use it — the first 
target demo is college kids looking 
to share rides to the airport. For 
now, most members are in Boston, 
but Eagle predicts that D.C. will go 
for the app. (He was just here and 
dropped $86 on a cab to Dulles.)

City officials explain 
that rising costs may 
offset new revenues

The run of good financial news 
over recent months — a $417 mil- 
lion fiscal 2012 surplus, a $190 mil- 
lion fiscal 2013 revenue upgrade 
and a $178 million fiscal 2014 rev- 
enue upgrade — has had the Dis- 
trict’s elected officials salivating 
over the prospect that they might 
have resources for significant new 
spending initiatives for the first 
time in five years. 

But city officials explained 


Thursday that forthcoming revenue 
thus far certified by chief financial 
officer Natwar Gandhi isn’t exactly 
the parting “bouquet” some observ- 
ers have called it. Barring anoth- 
er round of upward revisions later 
this year, the rising costs of gov- 
ernment threaten to quickly out- 
strip the new revenue projections. 

Mayor budget director Eric 
Goulet laid out the math Thurs- 
day at the D.C. Fiscal Policy Insti- 
tute’s annual pre-budget-season 
briefing: Thanks to the natural rise 
in the costs of governing, the city 
next year has to spend an addition- 
al $107 million just to maintain the 
same level of government services 
offered this year.

Workers have started building scaf- 
folding around the 555-foot-tall 
Washington Monument to make 
repairs to the damaged stonework 
following a 2011 earthquake. 

The workers were building the 
scaffolding Thursday. It’s slowly ris- 
ing from the base of the monument. 

The National Park Service 
awarded a $9.6 million contract in

In addition to the scaffolding 
built around the entire monument 
to George Washington, repairs will 
involve sealing cracks, repaint- 
ing the mortar and strengthening 
weak spots. 

The marble and granite obelisk 
has been closed to the public since 
a 5.8-magnitude earthquake shook 
the region on Aug. 23, 2011. The 
upper portion of the monument 
sustained large cracks. 

The total cost of the repairs is 
$15 million.

The rivalry was kick-started in 1980 with six 
words by Hoyas coach John Thompson Jr.: “Manley Field 
House is officially closed.” On Saturday, Georgetown and 
Syracuse — two of the Big East founding members — will 
play their last regular-season game as conference foes. 


The regular-season finale between 
Georgetown and Syracuse stands for 
more than the end of a storied rivalry. 

After the Hoyas’ 67-57 loss at Vil- 
lanova on Wednesday night, George- 
town surrendered sole possession of 
first place in the Big East standings. 
With one game left, No. 5 George- 
town, No. 8 Louisville and No. 15 
Marquette have identical 13-4 con- 
ference records. 

With the Big East title on the line, 
Georgetown (23-5) faces No. 17 Syra- 
cuse. It’s the 89th meeting between the 
teams and their last scheduled match- 
up as conference foes. Starting in 1980, 
the frenzied encounters between the 


founding Big East members provid- 
ed the newly formed conference its 
competitive soul. The intense rivalry 
involving the perennial contenders 
remained white-hot ever since. 

For at least one more game — 
unless the teams meet in next week’s 
Big East tournament — it remains 
the same. After this season is com- 
pleted, the Orange are headed to the 
ACC while the Hoyas move on with 
the Catholic 7 and basketball-cen- 
tric Big East. 

“When you look at the history of 
the Big East, you think Georgetown- 
Syracuse,” Hoyas coach John Thomp- 
son III said. “It goes to the success

rebounds and five steals. 

Syracuse’s loss, due in part to the 
Hoyas’ own suffocating zone defense, 
sent coach Jim Boeheim’s team skid- 
ding and out of the regular-season 
Big East title contention. The Orange 
(23-7, 11-6) lost three straight before 
thumping conference patsy DePaul 
on Wednesday. 

Louisville hosts Notre Dame on 
Saturday while Marquette plays at 
St. John’s. 

Regardless of those results, should 
the Hoyas squeeze out a second win

“We expect every tenant to keep 
their property in the best possible

includes replacing lightbulbs, 
changing air filters in HVAC 
units, and watering and mowing 
the lawn, if applicable.

His landlord paid for extermi- 
nators, which was lucky because 
DiPaolo didn’t know he could ask 
the landlord to do so. After that,

Worthless Wizard 


James Franco stars 
in a reimagined take 
on ‘Oz’ that is neither 
great nor powerful 

Film Review 

If you go see “Oz the Great and Pow- 
erful ” you’ll most likely be handed 
3-D glasses, the better to appreciate 
an expensive, lavishly produced spe- 
cial effects extravaganza. But you’ll 
need to supply your own air quotes. 

A healthy sense of irony is need- 
ed not only to stomach the title — 
great and powerful the shifty, wispy 
protagonist of this “Wizard of Oz” 
prequel is not — but also the film 
itself, which constantly falls short 
of its inflated expectations. 

Starting with a woefully miscast 
James Franco in the title role, con- 
tinuing through a lame story line 
that’s merely a warmed-over ver-

sion of the 1939 movie adaptation, 
and extending to visual effects that 
never approach the dazzlement and 
wonder of its revolutionary fore- 
bear, “Oz the Great and Powerful” 
is a big, overprocessed misfire that 



with a little more care and ingenu- 
ity might have lived up to its name. 

When the film opens, Oscar 
Diggs (Franco) is working as a side- 
show conjurer with a traveling cir- 
cus in 1905 Kansas. After an inter- 
minable, sludgily paced opening 
sequence during which Oscar 
(aka “Oz”) breaks hearts and 
mistreats his faithful assis- 
tant, he’s forced to make a 
quick escape from 
the midway via hot- 
air balloon, at which 
point he’s caught in a 
cyclone that plops him 
down in a brightly col- 
ored, wide-screen world 
of enormous, psyche- 
delically hued flowers, 
mysterious forests and 
a crystalline emerald city.

Nigella Lawson 

Watching Food Network star Nigella Lawson cook 
is as comforting as a bowl of mac-n-cheese. The 
British beauty turns her attention to pasta and 
panna cotta in her new cookbook, “Nigellissima: 
Easy Italian-Inspired Recipes” ($35, Clarkson 
Potter). The judge for ABC cooking competition “The 
Taste” dished with us about why she loves food and 
why she took a stand against airbrushing. 


Nigella Lawson’s new cookbook, 
“Nigellissima: Easy Italian-Inspired 
Recipes” highlights the Food Network 
chef’s favorite Mediterranean dishes. 


Does Italian cooking allowfor 
innovation and improvisation? 

I think it does for me. I’m very pre- 
cise and will say which are tradi- 
tional recipes and which are ones 
that I have tinkered with. I felt that 
there was already a huge library of 
works written by Italians about 
Italian food; I wanted to share my 
gratitude and write a culinary love 
letter to Italy and show how it’s 
inspired the way I cook. You can 
borrow from other people’s creativ- 
ity, because it fires up your own. 


A lot of people get stressed out 
by cooking. Why? 

People want to overreach. They see 
chefs cooking and don’t take into 
account that while they’re cooking 
solo on a TV program, in reality 
in a restaurant kitchen there may 
be 30 people doing all of the prep 
work. So it will never translate into 
a home kitchen. 


You say in the book that you 
decided you wanted to be Italian 
as a teenager. Why? 

When I was growing up, everyone 
was very Francophile and wanted 
to be Parisian. I suppose it was my 
small way of having a small rebel- 
lion. It’s a bit like when you fall in 
love with a person; you can’t say 
exactly why, you just feel a sense 
of kinship straight away. 

What helped create that connec- 
tion? 

There’s something about the Ital- 
ian character. They’re very practi- 
cal and steely, but at the same time 


they’re very passionate and spon- 
taneous. What I love about Italy 
is that everyone is super involved 
with what they’re eating. You 
could ask anyone and they’d have 
an opinion; it’s not just those who 
are cooking. Being in Italy is like 
a lifelong cooking class. 

What is it about Italian food that 
appeals to you? 

It’s a very simple, direct way of 
cooking. An Italian recipe will 
never be overburdened with ingre- 
dients. [Chefs] trust they’ll speak 
for themselves. Italians teach you 
to use every bit of every ingredient. 


You spoke out against the use 
of airbrushing in promo photos 
for “The Taste." Why was that 
important to you? 

I just said do not airbrush my 
tummy out. It sounds like I’m being 
noble, but I just didn’t want to give 
a false impression. I feel that you 
can’t eat food and have no tummy. 
I don’t like the sense that everyone 
has to be perfect in order to be on 
TV. Who’s to say it’s a bad thing to 
have a tummy? My husband would 
be absolutely horrified if I suddenly 
didn’t have a tummy. I would rath- 
er say this is me, take it or leave it.
